The Lincoln Chapter of the National 
Honor Society was called together on 
April 18, 1978 at 10:00 a.m. A 
National Honor Society membership is 
a high honor. This gathering was 
called to recognize probationary, reg 
ular, and graduate members, who 
receive this honor, in front of friends 
and relatives. 

To get into National Honor Society, 
a sophomore must have a grade point 
average of 3.0 for 3 consecutive 
semesters.
